All the sightseekig buses.there are

fleets of them in Washington.put the
Wilson residence rn their routes.
Every five minutes a bus went past
filled With inaugural visitors. "To the
left," cried the spieler through his
megaphone, "is t.io residence of Presi¬
dent Wilson.Mr. Wilson, 1 mean. lie
bought the house two months ago and
moved there rlirht after he left the
Whit© House yesterday."
At this all those in the buses

strained their necks to see if they could
get a glimpse of the man whose eight'
stormy years as President have> just
come to a close. But Mr. Wilson re¬
mained Indoors most of the day, away
from the curious.
When buses were not passinc the

house, private automobiles were. Hun¬
dreds of persons passed the house on

foot. They stood at the corner by
the driveway for a time, but passed
on, finally, when they saw the situ¬
ation.

In the late aftcc-ioon Mr. Wilson
went for >in automobile ride through
Rock Creek Park, but lie did not re-
rum until wol! after ti o'clock, w'hcn
the sun was going down. He rode with
Aire. W llson in a large limousine.

It developed that this formerly was
on' of the six White House automobiles
purchased by Mr. Wilson Just before he
loft office. It wag a muchlne which he
liked particularly. The official tnsfeiija.
the great seal of the United States
painted on both sides, he had covered
over with black, so that it seemed the
same as any other automobile of similar
type. There was a new chauffeur.
This was Mr. Wilson's first day as a

orlvat© citizen In ten years, since he
became Governor of New Jersey. Rven
before that he was much in the public
»ye as president of Princeton. Between

The republican reorganization of the

Senate was completed at a harmonious
party conference this afternoon. AU

t^e former officers were reelected. Sen¬

ator Lodge (Mass.) being continued as

chairman of the conference and leader
of tiie Senate by virture of that posi¬
tion. Senator Curtis (Kansas) was
made vice-chairman and Republican
whip, and Senator Cummins (Iowa)
was asrain chosen as president pro tem¬
pore.
According to the usual custom Si uator

Lodge was authorized to name the Com¬
mittee on Committees and the members
of the Committee on Order of Business,
or more popularly termed the Steering
Committee. It is expected that he will
make hla appointments to these com¬
mittees on Monday, and probably he will
follow the example of the conference
to-day and name the present incumbents.
Ther» are two exceptions to this, on the
Committee on Committees, namely,
Senator Oronna (N, D.», whose service
ended yesterday and Senator HardlnK
whose election created a vacancy. Here
Is the personnel of the present Steering
Committee:

Only one exception was mad", and

that was In the eas* of the Ways and
Means Committee, which will handle the
all Important revenue and tariff revision
legislation. The Republicans allowed
the Democrats to ha1*'- < lght members
'o seventeen for the majority. During
the last Congress the committee was

composed of fifteen Republican# and ten

Democrats.
The other major committees of tho

House will be composed of fifteen Re¬
publicans and six Democrats instead of
the present rui'.o of thirteen to eight.

The new Republican Administration
got into full swing at 4 o'clock this
afternoon when Will H. Hays sub¬
scribed to the oath of office and quali¬
fied as Postmaster-General of the
United States. He was the last of the
ten Cabinet members to take office.
The first of the Cabinet to take

office was Secretary of the Treasury
Andrew J. Mellon of Pennsylvania,
who was sworn in yesterday afternoon
at the Capitol immediately after his
nomination was confirmed by the
Senate. His nine colleagues took the
oath to-day, beginning with Secretary
of State Charles E. Hughes, who got
on the job at 9:45 and had a.s simple
an inaugural ceremony as his chief.

Policy Changca Indicated.

From tliat time on, there was a gen¬
eral office taking at hourly intervals.
In nioet cases there were large audi¬
ences and in every one. desks of the
new Department heads were laden with
floral and other tributes from friends
and associates. Even at the outset of
their carears there were indications of
many revolutionary changes of policy In
forcdsn as well as domestic affairs. Un¬
approachable executive offices presented
a new aspect.

Secretary JIughes. with his usual
v igor, buckled down to v ork early in
the day. After the oath of office was
administered by Justice Day of the Su¬
preme Court In the presence of his
family, a few friends and Department
officials, he cleared his office and desk
and began a series of conferences. The
first of these was with President Har¬
ding, and then subordinate officials of
the Department were called In.

It was announced by the secretary
that William H. Beck, private secretary
to Secretary Colby, would be retained In
that nosltlon.

The Monroe Doctrine.

The new Secretary already ha* a
Latin-American war on his hands In
connection with the row between Pan¬
ama and Costa Hlca. A message ad-
dres«ed to those countries by the Lu«ur
of Nations practically warning them to
compose their differences may bring
about an expression of the attitude on
the part of this country relative to
League of 'Nation* activities In the
Americas.
